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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application has been examined. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C^ 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
.and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology 
Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. 
patenf resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Linnett et al. 
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4. Regarding claim 1 , Linnett et al show a method for changing an 
interface by calling attribute modifiers and thereby modifying a view (Figure 2, 7, 
column 5 lines 4-15). 

5. Regarding claims 2-3, the method includes calling an animator to 
animate a property in a view and in a second view, and doing it (column 5 lines 
14-30). 

6. Regarding claim 4, a constraint is called to modify an attribute 
(column 5 lines 40-60). 

7. Regarding claims 5-6, the attribute is a second property of a 
second view (column 5 lines 50-60). 

8. Regarding claim 7, the animator is identified, provided parameters, 
and new values are generated (column 6 lines 29-42). 

9. Regarding claim 8, the end value and duration are identified for a 
property (column 6 lines 19-30, column 7 lines 25-32). 

10. Regarding claims 9-1 1 , these show the same features as claims 1- 
3, and for multiple properties. See also column 6 lines 29-40. 
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1 1 . Regarding claim 12, a layout is called to child views which are then 
layed out (column 7 lines 50-60). 

12. Regarding claims 13-23, these show the same features as claims 
1-1 1 but for the child views. See also column 8 lines 42-65 and column 9 lines 
17-50, and note how the 'tips' are child (decended, triggered) views. 

13. Claims 24-43 show the same features as claims 1-23 and are 
rejected for the same reasons. 

014. Claims 44-54 show the same features as claims 1-12 and are 
rejected for the same reasons. 

15. Claims 55-70 show the same features as claims 1-23 and are 
rejected for the same reasons. 

16. Claims 71-92 show the same features as claims 1-23 and are 
rejected for the same reasons.
